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THE  DOWNINGS,  PENNSYLVANIA  QUAKERS 

I.  "THOMAS  DOWNING,  bom  in  Bradnlnch,  Devonshire,  England,  Dec,  lU,  1691, 
married,  first,  Ellen  t  and,  second,  Thomazine  ,  who  wan  perhaps  the 

mother  of  all  the  children,  two  of  whom  were  bom  in  England  •  He  wes  a  taxable 
in  Concord  township  from  1I18  to  1732.  At  Concord  Monthly  Meeting  6,3,1730 
(Quaker),  *Thomas  Downing  &  his  wife  made  application  to  this  meeting  to  come  under 
the  care  of  friends;  they  having  produced  papers  from  under  several!  friends  hands 
of  their  sober  and  orderly  conversations  where  they  have  Lived,  this  meeting  recei- 
veth  them.*  In  1733  they  removed  to  Sadsbury,  but  in  two  or  three  years  after 
settled  at  the  place  since  known  as  Downingtown.  Thomas  married  a  third  wife 
Jane  Albin,  widow  of  James,  and  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  Edge,  12,15,1756.  She 
was  a  minister,  and  died  1,23,1759.  He  died  1,15,1772.  There  is  rear: on  to  think 
that  while  in  Concord  he  operated  a  mill  belonging  to  Nathaniel  Newlin,  and  he  and 
his  descendants  continued  to  be  mill-owners  at  Downingtown  for  several  generations  J 
Above  is  taken  from  the  History  of  Chester  County,  Pa.  by  Futhey  and  Cope,  1881, 
p.  52l*-6.  Thomas  was  81  when  he  died.  His  stone  homestead  of  19  rooms,  with 
gambrel  roof  and  surrounded  by  great  white  oaks,  is  still  standing  two  miles  from 
Downingtown,  Pa.,  bub  the  Downings  sold  it  in  1936.  Thomazine  was  living  in  1750, 
but  the  date  of  her  death  is  unknown.  Ellen  had  died  in  England  and  he  had  no 
children  by  her  nor  by  Jane,  dau.  of  John  or  Jacob  and  Mary  edge  and  widow  of  James 
Alborne,  whose  sister  married  Richard  Downing,  The  records  of  Lewis  Downing  give 
the  name  Jacob  Edge.  The  following  is  taken  from  C.  H.  Pennypacker*s  History  of 
Downingtown,  Pa.,  from  Futhey  and  Cope,  and  sources  as  noted.

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II.  RICHARD  DOWNING2  (Thomas3")  m.  3,21,17i*l,  at  Uwchlan  Quaker  Meeting 
Mary  Edge  b.  7,2,1721,  d.  12,13,1795,  d.  of  John  and  Mary  of  Providence.  John 
and  Jane  and  family  emigrated  from  St,  Andrew* s,  Holborne,  Middlesex,  England, 
and  settled  in  Nether  Providence  about  1685;  Quaker  meetings  were  held  at  his 
house;  he  had  been  f?ned  and  imprisoned  in  England  .Tor  conscience^  and  subjected 
to  a  public  trial.  (See  p,  52u  Futhey  and  Cope.*)  John  Edge  b.  17UU  "learned 
the  nr. ] ling  business  with  his  uncle,  Richard  Downing,  at  what  is  now  Downingtown... 
about  3 ,70  he  built  the  ’Half-way  House,*  opposite  uhe  much-frequented  mill  of 
his  cov.3in,  Richard  Downing 0"

Richard  Downing  :  "In  1787  he  was  assessed  with  a  grist  mill,  fulling  mill, 
two  saw  mills,  and  a  malt  house  in  Eafet  Cain,  and  his  son  Richard  with  a  merchant 
mill.  An  old  saw-mill,  which  has  been  in  the  family  for  generations  has  just  been 
torn  down.

Jacob  Downing’s  family  is  shown  in  a  photo  in 
the  Smedley  Genealogy;  they  look  very  like  the  D ownings  of  Illinois  near  Powellton, 
descendants  of  Joseph  Downing;  they  have  exactly  the  same  nose.  Of  the  family 
of  Jacob  and  Sarah  (Drinker)  Downing,  Elizabeth  m.

II.  JOHN  DOWNING2 (Thomas1)  m.  Mar.  5,  17l*7>  before  Thomas  Cummings,  Esq. 
Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Roger  and  Esther  Hunt  of  E.  Cain.  "He  became  a  tavern  keeper 
about  1760  and  after  several  years  was  succeeded  by  Richard  Cheyney  at  the  sigi 
of  the  King  in  Arms,  where  the  Revolutionary  county  committee  met  in  1776." 
Pennypacker  says  John  was  a  tavernkeeper  from  1761  to  1771.  The  King  at  Arms 
became  the  Washington  Inn,  which  was  still  owned  by  a  Downing  descendant,  Clara 
Fox,  when  I  visited  her.  In  176ij  Richard  was  assessed  in  E.  Cain  with  190  acres. 
"His  tax  was  L  6:3:3,  being  the  largest  in  the  township,  and  his  brother  John 
was  next  below  him."  Roger  Hunt  kept  a  famous  account  book  of  the  1759  Stanwfx 
expedition  to  Et.  Du  Quesne  (see  p.51*,  Futhey  and  Cope)*  An  item  July  8,1759, 
says:  "Cash  to  John  Baldwin  for  pasture  and  hay  for  20  horses,  impressed,  3 
days  and  2  nights  each  Xl6s."  In  1739  Roger  Hunt  bought  the  east  half  of  the 
original  survey  for  Daniel  Smith  of  1,000  acres,  1702,  right  of  purchase  in 
England,  of  Downingtown.  P,  607  F.  and  C.  says  Roger  Hunt  was  a  commissary  in 
the  French  and  Indian  War  in  the  service  of  George  III,  and  his  descendants  said 
he  originally  owned  and  laid  out  the  city  of  Lancaster  but  allowed  it  to  be  sold 
i'or  taxes.  His  wife  was  an  Aston.  The  Hunt  Mansion  still  exists  built  1727-8_> 
he  received  from  the  Astons  large  tracts  on  the  Brandywine  partly  withi  •

£ohn  arrived  with  his  brother  Griffith  John,  son  of  John  Phillips  and  Ellen, 
his  wife,  and  they  arrived  in  Pa.  2,11,1709,  he  m.  Ann  Williams  of  Goshen.  He 
•was  also  a  minister  among  Friends  near  seventy  years. (See  p.  6ll*,  F.  and  C.) 

Descendants  of  John  and  Mary  (ignew)  Miller,  by  Bart  Anderson,  is  a  long 
genealogy  appearing  in  Chester  County  Collectfens,  published  by  Anderson,  West 
•Heater,  Pa.  1936.  It  begins  p.  27  and  continues  serially.  John  Miller  presented 
bis  certificate  at  Newark  Monthly  Meeting  in Iw 1709,  with  wife  Mary.  He  had  land 
ao coining  Ezekiel  Harlan  etc..  New  Garden  twp,  Irish  Quakers  had  settled  here 
0.1  land  mostly  in  Chester  Co.  but  partly  in  New  Castle  C0.,  Del,  includingiifae 
greater  part  of  Kennett  and  all  of  New  Garden  twps.  with  about  12,000  acres  in 
Oi’.uware,  Deeds  were  not  given  for  a  time  by  the  Penns  who  owned  this  area.  (See 
-•>  Michener,  History  cf  New  GardenTowndip,  Kennett  Advance,  serially  firm  1887-99=.; 
John  Miller  came  from  Ireland  probably  near  Charlemont  in  Armagh  Co.  where  Jamea 
was  b.  1693 ,  2d  child.  I  did  not  notice  any  Downing  name  in  this  genealogy. 

Gayen  Miller  may  have  been  a  brother  of  above  John  (See  p.  659  (F.  and  C.)

England  named  Ellen  .  It  should  \>e  possible  to  trace  an  unusual  name  like 
Thomazine  either  in  Devonshire  or  Pennsylvania*  The  first  two  children,  Thomazine, 
b.  171!?  and  Thomas  b.  1717,  are  said  to  have  been  bom  in  England  (Futhey  and 
Cope*)  The  next  child  Richard  may  have  bee  n  named  for  Thomazine* s  father. 

Other  names  used  by  the  first  generation  frequently  were:  Mary  1;  times, 

Sarah  3  times,  Jane  1;  times,  John  h  times,  William  3  times,  Joseph  3  times, 

Samuel  3  times,  Hannah  twice,  Richard  3  times,  Jane  may  be  a  clue,  also  Mary 
as  these  names  were  used  first  after  "Thomazine"  and  Thomas  etc,  Jane  was  the 
name  of  John  Edge’s  wife  who  emigrated  from  Middlesex,  England  to  Nether 
Providencej  grand-dau,  Jane  Alborne  was  Thomas  Downing’s  third  wife,  John^ 
son  of  John  Edge1  b,  1685  m,  8th  mo,  1709,  Mary  Sraedley,  dau,  of  George  and 
Sarah  of  Middletown;  he  d,  173b  in  Upper  Providence,  wid,  m,  John  Yarnall* 

The  dau,  of  John  and  Mary  Smedley  Jane  m,  James  Albin  who  d.  West  Marlborough 
Sept,  29,  1750,  and  2d  Thomas  Downing  of  East  Cain,  Their  dau,  Mary  b,  7,2, 

1721,  d.  12,  13,  1795  m.  Richard  Downing.  Edge  names  are  Sarah,  Mary,  Joseph, 
John,  Hannah,  Jane, 

The  Smedley  Family  by  S.  L.  Smedley  and  Gilbert  Cope,  1901,  is  one  of  the 
most  comprehensive  genealogies  ever  done  by  a  genealogist  of  a  given  area, 

George  Smedley  came  from  Deriyshii’e  1682  to  Upper  Providence,  a  Quaker  m,  Sarah 
Goodwin.  Their  dau.  Mary  b.  2,3-1690  d.  1772  m.  John  Edge  and  John  Yannall, 
p»  33*  P*  l;7.  John  Edi^e  was  a  member  of  a  Quaker  meeting  in  or  near  London, 
and  was  prosecuted,  1683,  among  friends  of  St.  Margaret’s  Westminster. 

On  May  1;,  1761;,  George  Smedley  of  Middletown  received  a  deed  for  a  lot 
in  Philadelphia  to  which  he  was  entitled  by  his  first  purchase  of  250  acres 
in  1681;.  This  deed  was  signed  by  John  Yarnall,  Sarah  Williamson,  Francis 
Smedley,  Thomas  Smedley,  John  Smedley,  George  Smedley  Jur.  John  Minsall, 

THOMAS  DOWNING  AND  JANE  HIS  WIFE,  Richard  Downing  and  Mary  his  wife,  as  heirs 
of  George  Smedley1  apparently.  Jane  Downing  received  11  L,  Mary  Downing  11  L , 
and  Mary  Baldwin  2L  11s. 

II.  JOSEPH  DOWNING,  youngest  child  of  Thomas'1'  and  Thomazine  Downing,  was 

b.  b  mo.  30,  1731; ,  d.  10  mo.  7=  I80U5  m.  10,9,1755,  at  Bradford  Meeting,  Mary 
Trimble  b,  8,8,1736,  d.  7,1;,  1807,  dau.  of  James  and  Mary  (Palmer)  Trimble,  of 
West  Bradford.  "Joseph  was  born  in  Sadsbury,  Lancaster  Co.  and  upon  his 
marriage  settled  in  the  valley  east  of  Downingtown,  on  property  since  owned 
? ^ooessively  by  his  son  Joseph,  and  grandson,  Richard  I  Downing."  (P.  525, 
loiliey  and  Cope,  History  of  Chester  County,  Pa.)  Pennypacker’s  History  of 
DoTjningtown  says:  "Joseph  Downing,., upon  his  marriage  settled  in  the  Valley  asast 
of  Downingtown,  In  1761;  he  was  assessed  with  three  hundred  and  ninety  acres  ox 
land,  with  buildings,  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  acres  of  uncultivated  land, 
six  horses,  eight  cattle,  25  sheep  and  one  servant."  The  father’s  will  of 
Sept.  9,  1769,  made  Joseph  and  Richard  Downing  executors,  and  left  "the  mansion 
house"  to  Joseph,  who  lived  there  with  his  family.  If  he  also  had  the  above 
assessment  of  390  acres  in  1761;  before  his  father’s  death,  he  must  have  been 
a  large  landholder,  having  also  172  uncultivated  acres.  On  p.  18,  Penny^ackeu, 
we  find  Joseph  Downing  a  taxable  in  East  Cain  for  600  acres,  his  brother  Richard 
for  300. 


"William  and  James  Trimble,  believed  to  be  brothers,  became  Friends  and 
members  of  Concord  Meeting,  1T3U-5*  William  was  b.  1705  in  the  county  of 
Antrim,  Ireland,  d.  8,5,1795, in  Concord,  now  Delaware  Co.  Pa,  m.  9,13,1731; 
Ann  Palmer,  Daughter  of  John  and  Martha,  of  Concord,  Son  William  and  wife 
Grace  had  dau.  Iydia  m.  John  Baldwin  and  John  b.  1?88  m.,  Thomazine  Downing,, 
and  Cope.)  P.  7l;«7>0 
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"James  Trimble,  be  Ireland  Midsummer  Eve,  June  2JU ,  1707,  arrived  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  about  the  6th  month  (Aug.)  1719,  d.  11,  21,  1792,  in  West  Bradford, 

Chester  Co.,  and  was  buried  in  Friends*  graveyard  at  Marsha llton.  He  m.  10, 
3,1735,  Mary  Palmer,  daur  of  John  and  Martha,  of  Concord,  and  had  issue, 

Mary  b.  8,8,1736,  m.  Joseph  Downing, "  etc.  P,  71*8.  "Hugh  Trimble  and  John 
Trimble  were  probably  brothers  of  William  and  James  as  they  were  present  at 
the  marriage  of  the  latter  and  signed  the  certificates  as  near  relatives." 

The  Smedley  Family  says  James  Trimble  arrived  with  brothers  William,  Hugh 
and  perhaps  John  and  resided  near  Concord.  "He  was  admitted  to  membership  at 
Concord  Meeting  3,5,1735  and  m.  at  that  place  Mary  Palmer,  dau.  of  John  and 
Mary  Palmer  of  Concord.

About  this  time  he  married  Mary  Suddery  (Southery),  dau.  of  Robert  Southery, 
a  fuller  by  trade,  and  late  of  Westbury,  county  of  Wilts,  in  Great  Britain.

P,  207,  Futhey  and  Cope,  has  the  note  that  in  1728  Jonathan  Vaughan* s  father 
acquired  200  acres  in  Uwchlan,  which  Jonathan  sold  Sept.  21,  1761,  to  Dennis 
Whelen,  with  the  brick  house  "Red  Lion,"  an  inn.  In  1762  Whelen  advertised  in 
a  Philadelphia  paper  for  settlers  for  a  new  town  to  be  named  "Welsh -pool," 

but  Lionville  resulted.  P.  210  says  Dennis  Whalen  was  among  the  early  settlers 
of  the  Vincents,  P.  762  says:  "Dennis  Whelen  m.  Ann,  d.  of  John  Townsend,  of 
Westtown,  and  he  not  being  a  Friend,  she  was  disowned  8,8,1739,  on  account  of 
her  marriage.  In  17I1I  she  was  again  taken  into  membership,  and  at  Goshen  Monthly 
Meeting  2, 16, 172*2*,  "Dennis  Wheelan,  with  the  approbation  of  Uwchlan  Preparative 
Meeting,  Request eth  to  be  joyned  in  society  -with  us,  who  is  also  received,  as 
his  Conversation  Proves  agreeable  with  our  Principles.  He  was  a  tavern  keeper 
at  various  place,  and  was  in  West  Nantmeal  for  several  years  after  172*7,  but 
about  1762*  occupied  the  Red  Lion  in  Uwchlan.  This  last  property  he  continued 
to  own  though  others  were  the  landlords  until  his  death.  He  m.  a  2d  wife,  Sarah 
Thompson,  11,  8,  1749,  and  d.

THE  REVOLUTIONARY  RECORD  OF  JOSEPH  DOWNING 

Joseph  Downing  b.  173U,  d.  1805,  Downingtown,  who  m.  Mary  Trimble  1755,  "upon 
his  marriage  settled  in  the  valley  east  of  Downingtown,  on  property  since  owned 
successively  by  his  son  Joseph  and  grandson  Richard  I.  Downing."  P.  525,  History 
of  Chester  County,  Pa.  by  Futhey  and  Cope,  1881.  Richard *s  son,  J.  Havard  Downing 
inherited  the  old  house,  whose  son  was  Lewis  Rutter  Downing,  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  West  Chester,  Pa.  which  is  a  few  miles  from  Downingtown,  in  1956  when  I  talked 
with  him.  In  the  Biographies  of  the  History  of  Pennsylvania,  compiled  by  the 
Historical  Society  (the  copy  I  saw  at  Cadmus  Book  Shop  in  New  York  had  been  owned 
by  Thomas  Downing,  p.  355  has  the  following:  Lewis  Rutter  Downing,  whose  progenitor 
was  Thomas  Downing,  who  came  from  England  in  1720  and  purchased  a  tract  of  land 
near  Downingtown,  for  which  the  original  deed  exists.  He  was  the  son  of  J,  Havard 
Downing  and  has  the  old  Downing  homestead  near  Downingtown,  He  is  one  of  the 
largest  mushroom  growers  in  the  state.  His  barn  was  used  as  a  hospital  durirg 
the  Battle  of  Brandywine  and  twenty-eight  revolutionary  soldiers  are  buried  in  one 
of  the  fields  adjoining  the  Lincoln  Highway.  Mr.  Downing* s  great-grandfather  w as 
turned  out  of  Uwchlan  Meeting  on  account  of  helping  the  wounded  soldiers.  Children 
of  the  above  are  Richard  H,,  Anne  M,  and  Jane  Downing,"  This  aid  qualifies  for  DAR 

(Note:  The  Quakers  used  their  own  system  of  dates  and  until  1752  they  considered 
the  1st  month  to  be  March;  this  was  changed  to  January  in  1752.  The  days  and 
months  were  referred  to  by  numbers,  but  these  were  the  same  as  the  regular  calendar 
except  for  the  month,  before  1752.) 
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I  talked  with  Lewis  Rutter  Downing  in  West  Chester  in  February,  191*6, 
and  he  told  me  the  Downing  family  tradition  was  that  forty  Revolutionary 
soldiers  were  burned  in  the  field  near  the  Lincoln  highway,  and  that  his  great- 
great-grandfather,  Joseph,  had  been  turned  out  of  Uwchlan  Meeting  by  the  Quakers 
on  account  of  helping  the  wounded  soldiers,  as  the  Quakers  were  neutral  Pacifists 
As  I  understood  it,  Lewis  said  the  field  is  on  the  side  opposite  where  the  Bell 
Tavern  antique  shop  then  stood,  which  is  at  the  head  of  the  lane  leading  to 
the  Downing  farm.  I  went  to  see  this  field  and  the  barns.  There  are  three 
enormous  stone  barns,  originally  very  well  built P  but  now  almost  in  ruins, 
though  Lewis  had  used  them  for  growing  mushrooms  previously,  I  was  told  that 
the  one  opposite  the  lane  from  the  old  house,  which  has  two  bricked  in  archways, 
that  were  once  barn-doors,  was  used  as  a  hospital  for  the  Revolutionary  soldiers 
during  the  Revolutionary  War  after  the  Battle  of  Brandywine,  w hih  took  place 
nearly.  This  story  is  well  known  to  all  the  local  residents  of  Downingtown. 

Joseph  Downing^  b.  173k,  did  not  die  until  lSOk,  and  was  1*2  at  the  time 
of  the  Battle  of  Brandywine.  His  oldest  son  Thomas  b.  1758  was  then  18  and 
living  at  homeunmarried,  as  were  eight  of  the  nine  children,  the  last  one 
Ann  being  bom  1778.  The  tradition  is  that  the  older  children  all  helped 
the  Revolutionary  soldiers  who  were  wounded  in  their  father *s  barn. 

The  old  estate  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Downings  in  1936.’."* 

Lewis  Rutter  Downing  was  obliged  to  see  it  sold  at  a  sheriff  *s  sale  in  19k3 
for  $29,000,  though  Senator  Philander  Knox  had  offered  him  $70,000  for  it 
previously*  The  Downings  were  unable  to  pay  their  debts  on  the  big  place.

He  continued 
to  live  on  the  old  homestead  in  East  Cain  and  his  children  were:  Wesley  R,, 
MaryS.,  Phebe,  Richard  I*  (father  of  J,  Havard  and  grandfather  of  Lewis 
Rutter  Downing' ,  Sarah  W.  Downing  and  Thomazine  J.  Downing  were  daughters 
of  Richard  I.  Downing.)  Richard  Havard  Dowming,  son  of  Lewis,  lived  at  620 
Thompson  Avenue,  Clairton,  Fa.  near  Pittsburg,  -where  he  was  in  the  iron  and 
steel  business  and  has  two  sons,

"HOSPITALS  "  IN  CHESTER  COUNTY  FOR  WOUNDED  REVOLUTIONARY  SOLDIERS— 

After  the  Battle  of  Brandywine  it  became  necessary  to  provide  hospitals  for 
the  sick  and  wounded.  Gen.  L-fayette  was  cared  for  by  the  Moravians  at 
Bethelhem.  The  German  Seventh-day  Baptists,  who  had  a  monastic  institution 
at  Ephrata,  in  Lancaster  County,  and  who  were  decided  Whigs  in  sentiment  though 
opposed  to  war,  opened  their  whole  establishment,  and  converted  their  large 
building  into  a  hospital. 

"The  barn  of  JOSEPH  DOWNING,  at  Downingtown,  was  used  as  a  hospital,  and 
also  the  next  summer,  and  its  use  in  1778  prevented  the  storing  of  hay  in  its 
Forty  soldiers  were  buried  on  the  Downing  farm,  but  no  marks  now  remain  to 
show  the  place  of  interment.  In  the  fall  of  1777,  Mr.  Downing*s  team  was  AWa"r 
in  the  army,  when  the  seeding  was  done  with  an  old  mare  and  oxen,  driven  by 
Joseph  Downing, Jr.  father  of  Richard  I.  Downing,  who  says  he  cut  up  the  stepn 
the  soldiers  used  in  going  upand  down  in  the  barn. 

"The  Uwchlan  Friends*  meeting  house,  at  Lionville,  was  occupied  as  a 
hospital.  This  stone  meeting-house  was  erected  in  1756,  is  still  standing, 
and  used  by  the  society,  and  traces  of  blood  therein  are  still  visible  from  the 
wounds  of  the  Revolutionary  soldiers  who  for  months  were  lodged  in  it,  many 
being  of  the  wounded  at  Paoli."  HISTORY  CF  CHESTER  COUNTY,  PENNSYLVANIA, 
by  Futheyand  Cope,  1881,  p.  100.  Above  qualifies  for  DaR  record  for  descend  nL:

"Thomas  Downing,  son  of  William  S.  and  Tamison  Mason  Downing,  born  at 
Lionville,  Uwchlan  1830,  Jan.  20.  The  Hon.  Thomas  DOWNING  (graidfather)  was  born 
in  the  Chester  Valley,  West  Cain  township,  about  1757,  and  lived  there  until 
1761,  when  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  what  is  new  Lionville,  Uwchlan  townshio, 
where  he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death  in  1827,  at  the  advanced  age  of  70 
years.  He  was  to  some  extent  a  farmer  by  occupation  but  for  a  number  of  years  waa 
engaged  in  merchandizing  at  Lionville.  Politically,  he  was  an  old-line  Whig, 
very  prominent  in  the  politics  of  the  day,  and  was  ^ele.cted  and  served  AS  a 
member  of  the  legislature  from  Chester  Co.  H©  was  also  a  justice  of  the  peace 
•for  many  years,  and  came  to  be  regarded  as  the  legal  advisor  of  the  neighbotii  oed . 
He  married  Sarah  Smith  and  was  the  father  of  eight  children,  George,  Joseph, 
William,  Thomas,  Betsy,  Tamison,  Mary  A.,  Sarah  Hoopes,  all  now  deceased." 

The  above  Thomas  Doming  never  married,  the  item  says  further.  It  contains  soma 
errors  as  we  can  see,  for  Thomas  did  not  go  to  Lionville  with  his  parents,  who 
were  in  Downingtown. 

Futhey  and  Cope*s  History  of  Chester  Valley  says  p.  366s  "Justices  of  the 
Peace  appointed  by  the  Governor . , .TH OS .  DOWNING,  Dec.  29,  1792,  Uwchlan  and 
E.  Nantmealj  aff.  My  21;,  1793."  On  p.  100  is  a  photo  of  the  Uwchlan  meeting 
house  at  Lionville  where  these  D ownings  attended.  I  visited  this  and  the  little 
cemetery  adjoining.  Lewis  Downing  told  me  that  all  the  D ownings  at  Uwchlan 
have  died  out  and  no  descendants  live  there  now.

:ias  a  patriot  in  the  Revolution,  when  he  hauled  cannons  in  Philadelphia  for 
the  revolutionaries.  "It  is  .said  he  owned  the  first  dray  and  helped  to  vacate 
Philadelphia  when  the  English  took  possession,"  says  The  Beidler  History,  Gene*  . 
ogical  Record  of  the  Descendants  of  Jacob  Beidler,  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Fretz,  Milton. 

N.  «J.  1903,  from  which  the  following  record  of  the  Downing-Beidler  descendants 
is  taken  up  to  1903.  It  refers  to  Joseph  Downing  bom  1786  as  "Quaker.  Farmer.’ 
Civilian  aid  to  the  Revolution  qualifies  for  DAR  and  SAR  as  in  the  case  of  John 
Beidler. 

Joseph  was  27  and  Elizabeth  19  when  they  married.  Their  six  children  were 
all  born  in  Chester  County,  Pa.  The  oldest  son,  Janes  Downing  was  six  and 
Thomazine  eight,  when  the  father  died,  leaving  five  orphans  and  one  to  be  born 
six  months  later,  Mary  Ann.  Five  years  later  the  widow  married  Benjamin  Riter 
on  Dec.  27,  1827.  Her  next  child,  Charles,  was  born  in  Chester  Co,,  Pa.  in 
1828,  then  Joseph  D.  Riter  in  Berks  Co.,  Pa.  in  1830.  Where  the  next  three  were 
born  is  not  mentioned.  (Berks  is  the  county  next  to  Chester  Co.,  Pa.)  Susan 
and  Martha  Riter  died  young;  only  three  boys  grew  up,  and  Joseph  left  no  descend¬ 
ants,  Of  the  D ownings,  Thomazine  and  Hannah  left  no  descendants,  and  there  is 
no  record  of  any  John  Doming  j  Sarah  Downing  Foster  left  overahundred  descendants 
All  of  this  Downing-Riter  family  that  grew  up  went  West  to  Illinois  in  the 
middle  of  the  last  century,  occept  possibly  John  Downing,  of  whom  there  is  no 
record.

May  1,  Id6oj  but  had  no  children 0  He  was  a  farmer  at  Powellton,  Ill.,  but 
retired  in  California,  Los  -^ngeles,  living  to  be  over  92,  and  writing  many  letters 
to  relatives  and  friends  up  to  the  end. 

Susan  Riter,  b,  Oct,  2,  1831,  d.  May  lit,  1839. 

William  ¥c  Riter,  bQ  Feb,  27,  1835,  married  Sarah  C.  Falkner,  Bee.  13,  1865. 
and  was  a  farmer  near  Powellton,  Ill.,  and  had  three  children:  Susan  B.  Riter, 
who  m.

The  Beidler  Family  by  Fretz  p.  26  give  the  descendants  of  Elizabeth  Bs idler 
by  her  two  husbands  up  to  1903,  as  above  given.

"Hr.  Riter  moved  to  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  in  the  spring  of  I8I46,  and  lived  in  the 
city  during  the  Mormon  war  and  exodus  from  the  city.  He  served  as  city  marshal 
two  terms  (l853~l85a)  and  was  deputy  sheriff  of  Hancock  County,  Ill.  from  l851i- 
1856.  He  was  a  staunch  Democrat  and  took  an  active  part  in  local  politics.  He 
also  served  as  assessor  of  Appanoose  township  seventeen  years  in  succession.  In 
1892  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis,  and  while  unable  to  help  himself  much,  he 
cheerfully  bore  his  burden  until  death  came  to  his  release."  His  photo  p,  263 
shows  he  looked  like  his  half-sister  Mary  Ann  Downing.  His  brother  Joseph  looked 
exactly  like  the  father,  Benjamin  Riter.  The  son  Benjamin  Riter  lived  at  Ponte  cor. 
Illinois,  and  had  two  sons  Arthur  and  Harry.  I  sent  a  large  family  photograph 
to  Preston  Kimball  above,  of  the  Illinois  families.

THE  NAME  OF  SMITH 

P.  726,  "JCKN  SMITH,  son  of  Eleazer  and  Ruth,  was  b.  k,22,l68l,  at  Dartmouth, 
N.E.  and  when  a  young  man  suffered  fines  and  imprisonment  for  refusing  to  perform 
military  service,  being  also  impressed  on  board  a  war  vessel  and  cruelly  beaten 
for  refusing  to  perform  military  service.., the  commander  allowed  him  to  go  upon 
land  in  England. ..and  about  the  year  170$  he  came  to  Philadelphia.  He  became 
a  resident  of  Chester,  and  ra.  there  1,5*1706-7,  Ann,  d.  of  Caleb  Pusey.  By 
his  first  wife  he  had  a  dau.  Lydia  ra.  Thomas  Jackson,  by  second  Dorothy  Wj.ndle, 
ra.  1728,  he  had  Anne,  John,  Ruth,  Thomas  and  Sarah."  He  d.  at  Londongrovej  was  a 
Quaker. 

P.  726:"ROBERT  SMITH  was  of  Scottish  descent,  and  near  the  end  of  the 
seventeenth  century  his  grandfather  lived  in  the  northeastern  part  of  Ireland,  Amo 
the  first  of  the  Scotch -Irish  emigrants  to  Pennsylvania  were  the  parents  of 
Robert  Smith — John  and  Susanna,  who  left  their  homes  in  1720,  one  year  after  the 
enforcing  of  "the  Test,"  etc.  John  had  15  children  and  d.  1765.  His  sister  Mary 
came  with  him  who  m.  Alexander  Fulton;  her  grandson  Robert  Fulton  invented  steam 
navigation.  The  Smith  "homestead  in  Uwchlan  fell  to  Robert,  who  was  born  at 
sea  during  the  voyage  to  this  country,  arxJ  who  had  married ,  Dec.  20,  1758, 
Margaret,  dau.  of  John  Vaughan,  of  Ned  Lion,  Uwchlan  twp.  "Sergt,  Robert 
Smith  is  reported... "going  to  Reading  to  be  qualified,"  in  1757  at  the  French 
and  Indian  border  war,  "His  next  appearance  is  in  the  commencement  of  the 
Revolution,  in  Aug,  1775. ..Robert  Smith  was  thanked  by  the  Supreme  Executive 
Eouncil  of  Pennsylvania  for  a  model  of  a  machine  for  handling  a  chevaus  de 
frize  (to  obstruct  the  British  on  the  Delaware  River)  ...and  to  take  charge  cf 
the  works.  He  remained  in  charge  of  than  one  year,  and  planned  the  land 
fortifications... he  sat  in  the  Convention  Sept.  28,  1776,  which  adopted  the 
first  State  constitution  of  Pennsylvania ., .from  Chester  County.  On  Mar.  12,  1777 
the  Supreme  Executive  Council  appointed  him  lieutenant  of  Chester  County.." 

This  made  him  a  colonel  in  charge  of  preparing  the  troops  in  his  district. 

During  this  activity  he  was  over  250  pounds  in  weight.  In  1777  he  became  sheriff „ 
He  handled  large  sums  for  the  county  at  lieutenant.  He  served  in  the  State 
Assembly  1785,  He  retired  1787  to  his  farm  after  12  years  of  public  life.  "He 
was  a  stanch  Presbyterian,  an  elder. », He  owned  two  very  fine  farms  in  Uwchlan, 
on  the  Conestoga  road  where  it  crosses  Black  Horse  Creek.  ..He  died  in  1803, 
aged  eighty-three  years,"  His  son  Jonathan  was  cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvar. \ 
John  was  an  iron-master,  owning  Joanna  Furnace  in  Chester,  Joseph  was  an  iron 
and  shipping  merchant  in  Philadelphia.  Joseph  ra.  Mary,  d.  of  Col.  Per  s  if  or 
Frazer  of  Thornbury;  his  descendants  served  in  the  Civil  War,  and  legislature.

Radnor,  in  Chet ter  Co.,  5th  in  descent  from 
Henry  Lewis,  who  had  emigrated  from  Narbeth,  Pembrokeshire,  S.  Wales,  1682 
with  old  father  Evan.

Woodward,  son  of  Robert,  of  Rockland  Manor,  New  Castle  Co.,  Del.  and  Chester 
Co.,  m.  in  1705,  Mary,  only  heir  of  Henry  Nayle  of  Thornbury,  and  left  7 
children. 

"VALENTINE,  THOMAS  (p.  750),  of  Bally  Brumhill,  Ireland,  m.  Mary,  d. 
of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  Parke  b,  1693.  They  were  Quakers  of  New  Garden  and  Mont¬ 
gomery  Co.,  later,  Robert  b,  1717  m,  Rachel  Edge,  resided  in  E.  Cain,  and 
were  members  of  Uwchlan  Meeting.  Robert  was  a  minister,  Rachel  an  elder.  His 
son  Robertm,  Ann  Bond;  Robert *s  son  m.  1811,  6,23,  ELIZABETH  DOWNING,  and 
their  daughter  Anna  is  the  wife  of  Jacob  Edge,  of  Cain  tow,  George,  another 
son  of  Robert  and  Ann,  m.  Mary,  dau.  of  Jacob  Downing  and  their  daughter  is 
the  wife  of  Thomas  S.  Downing  of  East  Cain." 

"HOOFES,  JOSHUA,  with  Isabel,  his  wife  and  children — Daniel,  Magaret 
and  Christian— came  from  Cleveland,  in  Yorkshire,  1683,  and  settled  in  Bucks 
County,  whence,  about  1696,  came  Daniel,  who  settled  inWesttown.  He  m.  1696

THE  BUamiTER«BACHTELL  FAMILIES 

Futhey  and  Cope  p,  b8b~a ,  has  a  photograph  of  S,  Buckwalter,  and  says: 
"BUCKWALTER,  In  1713  the  Manavon  tract,  at  what  is  now  Phoenixville,  was  patented 
to  David  Lloyd,  The  earliest  settler  upon  it  was  Francis  Buckwalter,  to  whom 
Lloyd  had  sold  six  hundred  fifty  acres  in  1720  for  L  195.  Buckwalter,  a 
Protestant  refugee  from  Germany  was  subjected  when  in  the  Fatherland  to  many 
persecutions  because  of  his  faith  and  it  is  a  matter  of  family  history  that  he 
was  compelled  to  read  his  Bible  by  stealth,  concealed  in  a  cow  trough.  He  finally, 
concluded  to  flee  and  after  leaving  his  home  was  pursued  for  three  days  by  his 
vindictive  Catholic  brothers,  who  were  determined  upon  his  destruction.  His 
cULdren  were  Joseph,  Jacob,  Johannes,  Mary  and  Yost,  and  from  him  are  descended 
all  of  the  Buckwalter  family  in  this  county.  Of  these  Johannes  son  John  b,  S©p:c 
lb,  1777 }  m,  July  27,1800,  Mary  Bechtel,  b,  Jan,  2,  1775,  and  their  children 
were  Samuel,  John,  David,  Henry,  James  and  Elizabeth  who  m,  with  James  Vfynn, 
Descendants  were  Mennonites,  Samuel  went  back  to  Charlestown  twp  to  live  with 
his  grandfather,  Johannes  (John),  on  the  farm  on  which  John  Henry  Buckwalter 
now  resides,"  A  photograph  is  shown  of  this  in  the  history,  a  large  stately 
farmhouse,  with  barns  and  fences  etc,  and  a  photo  of  Samuel  Buckwalter  who  looks 
very  like  Elizabeth  Beidler,  There  is  also  a  photo  of  the  brother  David  b,  l807o 
"His  great  great  grandfather  on  the  maternal  side  was  David  Bachtell,  who  came 
to  America  from  Germany  about  the  year  17b0;  bought  land  in  Montgomery  County 
where  he  settled  and  reared  a  family.  His  son  Samuel  married  about  1766  Elizabeth 
Colson,  who  was  of  English  birth,  but  came  to  America  and  settled  in  the  north  ern 
part  of  Philadelphia  County  (now  city)  previous  to  17b0,  Samuel  had  now  become 
the  owner  of  considerable  real  estate  in  Montgomery  County  and  during  the 
Revolutionary  War  sold  for  high  price  and  took  Continental  money  in  payment ; 
came  to  Chester  County,  where  land  was  cheap,  and  purchased  a  large  tract  in 
Londonderry  township,  H©  reared  a  family  of  seven  children — David,  Rebecca,  Poll; 
Betfey,  Sarah  and  HANNAH,  Samuel  had  a  large  family  of  sons,  who  all  left  this 
state,  scattered  through  almost  every  State  in  the  Union „  The  name  of  Bachtell 
has  become  almost  obsolete  in  this  section,,, In  Virginia  it  is  Petellj  in 
Maryland  Pahtell  and  in  Ohio  Pachtell,,  5"  a  pix  of  David  Buckwalter  and  his 
farm  in  Upper  Uwchlan  is  in  the  book  p,  b85. 
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
